1923 production should be replaced 
in the current year. It is pointed 
out that in 1922-1923 there was an 
increase of more than 50 per cent. 
in production over the preceding 12 
months, as in 1921-1922 output was 
2,060,000 vehicles, against 3,480,327 
in 1922-1923. 

While it is not likely that all of 
this increased replacement will de- 
velop in any one year, the large 
gain in production shown five years 
ago undoubtedly will result in a 
much larger replacement demand 
this year than in any former year. 

Another factor which is consid- 
ered favorable to the outlook for 
automobile manufacturers is the 
increased business which Ameri- 
can producers are deing abroad. 
Here, too, the replacement of old 
ears is becoming increasingly im- 
portant, and, in addition, the ex- 

panding business done in foreign 
automobile markets promises to 

add at least 100,000 cars to de- 
mand in the current 12 months. 

On the basis of these three fac- 
tors alone—the development ‘of 
delayed buying on account 
Ford uncertainty, larger replace- 
ment business because of the gain 


in 1922-1923 production, and larger | 


export business—manufacturers be- 
lieve that the current twelve months 
should at least equal if not exceed 
the best previous year in the indus- 
try. That production in the cur- 
rent twelve months will exceed last 
year’s total is considered a cer- 
tainty at the present time. 

A more intangible factor which 
has entered the calculations of auto- 
mobile producers is the continued 
bull market in stocks which fore- 
casts a period of unusual business 
activity ahead. With good business 


in sight, they contend, there will be | 


little prospect of a slowing up in 


automobile demand.

However, England is by no means united in favor of 
the entire restriction scheme. To begin with, the Stevenson 
plan has not served obvious purpose of maintaining 
prices. In spite of progressive cuts in the amount of rubber 
that could be exported from the colonies, prices have not 
gone up. This has created a considerable opposition to the 
whole plan. If restriction is not raising prices, say the 
opponents of the plan, it must mean that other rubber-grow-

ing areas are increasing their output sufficiently to main-} 
As a matter of fact, the Dutch East Indies, | 


tain price levels. 
Africa and other rubber-producing sections are taking 
advantage of the restriction placed on British grown rubber 
and are cutting into the market. 

When the Stevenson act was first brought into play, the 
Automotive Daily News predicted that it was doomed to 
eventual failure. It was an attempt to interfere with the 
law of supply and demand to create artificial prices for a 
basic product. For a while the restrictions did lift prices, 
and a lot of people in England made fortunes. 
of the campaign over. In the meantime every other 
rubber-producing country has used all energy to increase 
production. This increase is beginning.to be an important 
factor in the market. The United States, under the leader- 
ship of Herbert Hoover, launched a rubber conservation 
campaign that is bearing permanent fruit. As a result of 
the Stevenson restrictions on imports of crude rubber, our 
chemists have made progress in reclaiming this product that 
is vital to modern life. The effect of conservation will be a 
permanent factor in the rubber situation from now on. 

Eventually the Stevenson restriction plan will be 
scrapped by England. We are tempted to quote a well-known 
advertiser, “Eventually, why not now?”

“Officials told us that, while there 
were many violations, the plan was 
tending to maintain prices to the 
ultimate benefit of the manufac- 
turers and dealers in that it makes 
it more difficult for the sharp buyer 
to secure his goods at a cost that 
does not permit a living profit for 
the dealer.” 

Mr. Reeves spoke at fourteen 
meetings in France, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Finland and England.
